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SECTION  2.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEaLTH  SERVICE 


Public  Health  Officers  The  Public  Health  Inspector  is  Mr.  Win.  D. 
Morgans  who  holds  the  appointment  jointly  with  Hay  Urban  and  Hay  Rural 
District  Councils. 

Laboratory.  Facilities  Laboratory  facilities  are  available  at 
Hereford  and  Carmarthen.  Water  samples  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  County  Hospital,  Hereford,  for  bacteriological  examination. 
Any  investigations  required-  in  the  control  of  infectious  diseases  are 
carried  out  at  the  Puolic  Health  Laboratory,  Hereford. 

Nursing  and  Other  Facilities  The  Radnorshire  County  Council  is 
responsible  for  these  services.  The  County  Council  also  administer 
the  maternity  and  child  welfare  clinics  where  treatment  is  available 
for  minor  ailments,  dental,  eye  and  orthopaedic  defects. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  polio-myelitis  and  whooping-cough 
is  also  carried  out  at  these  clinics. 

Hospitals  The  hospital  needs  of  the  district  for  all  diseases,  apart 
from  infectious  diseases,  are  provided  for  at  the  County  and  General 
Hospitals  in  Hereford.  A few  cases  are  also  admitted  to  Brecon  and 
Llandrindod  Wells  Hospitals.  Hereford  and  Merthyr  Tydfil  Isolation 
Hospitals  receive  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

Post-Mortem  Facilities  Post-mortem  examinations  are  performed  by 
the  Pathologist  at  Hereford  County  Hospital.

Hay  Area  Water  Scheme 

As  from  the  1st.  £pril  1S66  the  Radnorshire  and  North  Breconshire 
Water  Board  was  responsible  for  the  administration  of  this  scheme. 

Water  from  Llanbwchllyn  Lake  is  now  being  fully  treated  at  the  Purification 
Plant  near  Perthi  Turn  and  being  supplied  to  the  villages.  Work  has 
continued  on  the  construction  of  the  Intake  Works  and  Purification  Plant 
near  the  River  Wye  at  Liyswen. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 

ThT  position  with  regard  to  public  sewerage  scheme  for  the  district 

was  as  follows 

Llowes  Village 

The  Welsh  Office  gave  approval  to  the  revised  drawings  of  the  proposed 
sewage  disposal  works  prepared  by  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers. 

The  Welsh  Office  stated  that  the  Councils  proposals  for  providing  a 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works  for  this  village  have  had  to  be 
looked  at  in  the  light  of  moderating  the  growth  of  public  expenditure 
and  the  scheme  would  have  to  be  deferred  for  the  time  being. 

Clyro  Village 

The  Council's  scheme  for  providing  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works 
for  this  village  has  had  to  be  held  in  abeyance  in  view  of  the  Welsh 
Office  requirement  that  all  such  schemes  should  be  deferred  for  the 
time  being. 

Painscastle  Village 

Planning  permission  was  granted  by  Radnorshire  County  Council  to  the 
site  for  the  proposed  sewage  disposal  works  for  this  village  and  the 
District  Valuer  commenced  negotiations  with  the  owner  for  purchase  of 
the  land.  The  Consulting  Engineers  prepared  and  submitted  detailed 
plans  and  calculations  of  the  scheme  for  consideration  by  the  Council 
and  to  be  sent  to  Welsh  Office,  Wye  River  Authority  and  Radnorshire 
County  Council  for  approval. 

Gener  al 

A sewage  works  maintenance  team  is  employed  by  the  Council,  jointly 
with  Hay  Rural  and  Hay  Urban  DistriCf  Councils,  which  comprises  two 
workman  with  small  van  fitted  out  with  \he  necessary  tools  and  equipment 
for  regular  maintenance  of  all  sewage  disposal  works.  The  emptying  of 
the  tanks  and  cesspools  is  undertaken  by  a local  contractor.

The  refuse  collection  service  is  undertaken  by  the  Council's 
workmen  end  lorry  jointly  with  Hay  Rural  and  Hay  Urban  District 
Councils  under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector;  the 
refuse  being  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  the  Clyro  refuse  tip. 
Kefuse  is  collected  once  weekly  in  the  parishes  of  Clyro,  Llowes, 
Glasbury,  Poughrood  and  Llanstephan,  and  monthly  in  the  parishes  of 
ryngwyn,  Llandilo-Graban,  Llanbedr-Painscastle  and  Llandewifach.

The  refuse  tip  at  Clyro  receives  regular  inspections  and  treatment  to 
prevent  any  infestation.  Baiting  is  carried  out  with  the  use  of 
Warfarin  and  there  is  no  evidence  to  indicate  any  rodent  resistance 
to  this  type  of  bait. 
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SECTION  4.  HOUSING

at  Glasbury  and  one  old  cottage  in  the  village  of*  Llowes.

The  Local  Planning  Authority  granted  planning  permission  on  the 
Council's  "outlineH  application  for  erection  of  dwellings  on 
approximately  1.8  acres  of  land  near  Caemawr  Cottages  in  the  village 
of  Clyro,  and  negotiations  for  purchase  of  the  land  we re  commenced. 

Private  Housing 

There  were  4 private  dwellings  erected  in  the  District  during  1969 
which  makes  a total  of  48  private  dwellings  erected  since  1946. 

Housing  Grants 

Three  applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  approved  during  the 
year  for  a maximum  figure  of  £1,075,  and  one  Discretionary  Grant  • 
for  £295  was  also  approved.
